The orig- 
inal “News Letter” was s sheet of foolscap 
paper cf which two pages of printed news were 
first, the third and fourth pages being left 
blank for manusoript commanications which a 
merchant liked to maks to his correspondents. 
This castom descended to times qnite late — 
is preserved, indeed, in some lines of industry 
to-day. Once a week the “price ourrent” of 
every joarnal in a mercanti'e city was printed 
on a separate sheet in this way for the use ‘of 
mercantile correspondents, Then, a8 now, the 
advertisements were 4 great sourgs af revenue; 
and indeed in every way the Wwi-hps of the 
mercantile class as sach were dominant in the 
preparation of the newspaper.
